Having analyzed the points of resemblance 
between the * German Story,” and “ Rip Van 
Winkle,” we will now mention certain particu- 
lars, in which they are manifestly dissunilar. 

In the frst place, this * German Story’ occu- 
pies about two thirds of the column of a news- 
| paper——-whereas ¢ Rip Van Winkle,’ embraces 
at least fifty octavo pages, large frint, to be 
sure, ia Gue of the numbers of the Sketch 
Sook. Such a circumstance, however, can 
doubless be well accounted for by Mr. Peter 
Claus, Mr. Rip Van Winkie, or either of their 
representatives, and we wil leave it fir 
another consideration. Inthe second piace, 
German Peter's story is printed on an ordinary, 
ill-tooking, brevier type, and coarse paper, 
while that of Dutchman Rip Van Winkle, is set 
of by an elegant long primer type, double 
leaded, on a most soft and delicate white sheet, 
with a margin large enough for the reader to 
run round it. ‘Lo the reviewer, especiaily, 
Rip offers a double advantag>. He can give 
on the same page, in writiez, a quantity of 
erticism, equal io iat of wi poge wseti’; and 
by so doing have his subject fidly before hin ; 
but on the other band, what cau he do with 
that unaccommodating, ephemeral sort of thiag, 
cailed a newspaper? ‘Lo get at it, the story 
aust be ntterly cut to pieces, contrary to custom, 
before it can be reviewed ; and besides the 
inconvenience of the measure, it is not at all 
probable the pubiic will be interested in the 
fate of a second hand performance. Originality 
and genius always take the rank of servile 
imitation. tis right they should—or other- 
wise the market would be glatied with inferior 
commodities. Thirdly, look at the literary 
complexion of these stories, and you cannot 
hesitate in deciding favourably toward Mr. 
Irving's, and consequently in pronouncing the 
German, a most vile and arrant impostor. Mr 
lriving has imagination, and his eye like a true 
poet’s, continually reils ‘in a fine frenzy.’ 
The German, on the contrary, has no more 
, imagination than a bear, and is just about as 





plain and simple story, which he who runs may 
| read, and in which no one feels an interest but 
Mr. Irving is a-genius--he knows 
| how to strike at once into an original track, 
land to hew out with his own tools a pathway 
‘to honour and to fame. He would shun imita- 
tion, as he would the plague, and that man who 
accused him of it, would shrink into sothing- 
ness from the power of his rebukes. The 
genius of the German, on the other hand, is 
{ probably somewhat allied to that of the Hi- 
: bernians—a‘ genius for the drawing of beer’ — 
or perhaps for pickiing sour crout according to 
| the custom of his country. It is not that geoius 
| which knows how to apply itself in the manu- 
facture of books; which caa swell mole hilis 
into monntaing, nor eke out of a small story of 
three pages, matter enough te form a respecta- 
ble voldme. 

Again, will any one pretend that in point of 
style, the * German Story’ comes up to that of 
+ Rip Van Winkle.’ Is the tame, spiritless, and 
common place diction of the German worthy 
to be named on the same day with the beauti- 
ful, empassioned, and luxuriant imagery of 
Mr. Irving 2--now enlivened with the brilliant 
corrnscations of wit, and now irradiated by the 
most pure and manly sentiments. if our 
readers are not longer in coming to a con- 
clusion on this point than we are, they will find 
it impossible to withhold a moment, what we 
have given already-—the homage of admi- 
ration to Washington I-vieg ! " 
we remember right, in conclusion of his Tale, 
remarks that the reader may possibly suppose 
it had some connection with a legend concern- 
ing Charles V.

ON THE ANIMALCULAR ORIGIN OF 
CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, 
_ From the National Intelligencer. 
GentLemen : fn the article, published in your 
paper of the 18th instant, from the Democratic 
Press, onthe * animalcular crigin of contagious 
diseases,” the subject of animaiculz is briefly 
glanced at, and as it is one that may be of some 
interest to the curious reader, | will endeavor, 
for his gratification, succinctly to commuaicate 
what I have been enabled to acquire, concern- 
ing the nature and history of these singular 
preductions of Divine wisdom. 
The ingenuity of man has contributed to un- 
fold the secrets of nature and to deveicp the 
matchless power and incowprehensidle wisdom 
of that Being to whom every thing owes its 
existence. The invention of the telescope and 
tairvoscope have laid opea to fhe harman mod 
mysteries that * philosephy once creat not | 
of,” and wonders that are calculated to fill it 
with astonishment and awe. The Deity has, in 
his mercy, bestowed upon man a new sense in 
the Jiscovery of an instrument by which he is 
enabled to distinguish myriads of animated bes 
ings in a drop of water, aral which renders 
visible creatures so minute that a million of 
them wwouid be jess taan a grain of sand. Every 
liquid substance in nature, except oils and spirits, 
is filled with living creatures—with animated 
beings whose organization is nearly as perfect 
as that of the most perfect of animals. These 
animalcu’e are found aot only in liquid, but 
solid substances, and may be produced by the 
infusions of various vegetable productions. 
Amoug these | will barely mention one, which, 
for its singularity, deserves to be named. It is 
the ifasion of the anemony or wind, flower in 
cold water. which, if suffered to stand for eight 
daze; will produce an animalcule whose body is 
the pertect resemblance of the buman face, 
with the eyes, nase, mouth, chin, and in short 
the complete countenance of a man.—-Whiat is 
still more singular, these animalcules have the 
power of multiplication by spontaneous separa- 
tion. 

“ [ put, says M. de Saussure,* a single ani- 
malcule into a drop of water, which split be- 
fore my eyes. Next day I had five, the day 
after, sixty, and on the third day their number 
was so great that it was impossible to count them. 
The same naturalist mentions another experi- 
ment he tried on an animalcule, produced by 
an infusion of hempseed. ‘This animalcule, he 
observes, when about to divide, attaches itself 
to the bottom of the infusion, contracts its body, 
which is natorally oblong, into a spheroidal 
form, so that the beak entirely disappears. It 
then begins to move briskly round, sometimes 
from right to left, and sometimes from left to 
right, the centre of motion being always fixed. 
Soon after, the creature is greatly agitated, and 
splits into four animalcules, perfectly similar, 
though smaller than that from which they 
were produced. These four increase to the 
usual size, and each in its tura subdiwdes into 
other four,” &c. - 

This would lead to the supposition that the 
generation of animals and plants, contrary to 
the generally received opinion, was equivocal 
or spontaneous. As aconfirmation of this hy- 
pothesis, some writers have adduced the poly- 
pus and the puceron as examples in point. The 
former, it is alleged by M. Tremblez, may be 
cut into a thousand pieces, and in every shape 
or direction fancy can suggest, and, notwith- 
standing this, it not only exists, but each piece 
will become a separate polypus. Indeed, the 
different portions of one polypus may be oe 
grafted on another—the head on the body, an 
the tail on the head ; and, though you invert 
or turn the animal inside out, it suffers no ma- 
terial injury, but soon begins to take food ae 
perform its natural functions.

ascertain tho ftiteral quantity of matter or 


worlls it contained and compare it with the 
amount in one ef your semi-weekly newspapers. 
The English book happens to be a foolscap oc- 
tavo, of the size of a modern or royal eighteens, 
one third smaller than the common size of 12mo. 
school books. 

Three pages of your paper, and sometimes 
nearly the whole four are filled with reading 
matter, and contain what you would call 64,800 
ems, just the same quantity as 270 pages of my 
novel, * The Priory of St. Bernard,” and 
would make two decent thin volumes of its 
size. 

You give 104 papers for + dollars. 

The same quantity of matter, in books like 
mime, would make 208 volumes, at aboat 6s 
each, or 12s. the set, tae whole cost 156 dol- 
lars. 

Such is the difference between newspaper 
reading and this kind of novel reading, as 4 to 
156, no less than 39 times as cheap. 

Besides, a3 Lord Peter might say, newspapers 
are the very tree of knowledge--they yield a 
daily crop of frait perennial, of every pleasant 
hue and useful kiund—in newspapers are con- 
tained the essence of law, physic and divinity ; 
aetronomy, politics and history ; agriculture, 
manufactures, and commerce, &c.—and he who 
reads a newspaper, reads and possesses at the 
same time, the substance and selection of news, 
wit, learning, novelty, poetry, morality, and all 
the arts and sciences, anda taste and portion of 
every branch of human knowledge. A news- 
paper is the world in epitome,'a perpetual cy- 
clopedia, in endless numbers, ever various and 
ever new ; and as Peter Pindar, saith, 

“ So cheap they come, at five for eighteen pence, 
That every man would buy, with cash and sense.” 

Nor is it any wonder, then, that the Ameri- 
cans, a calculating and money-saving, as well 
as reading and inquisitive people, should so ge- 
nerally patronise newspapers, that tbere are 
three times as many diferent gazette? publish- 
ed in the United States (although not in such 
large numbers as some of the London papers) 
as are printed in England, with a population 
greatly exceeding ours. 

The universal patrosage of public journals in 
this country—and it is really a matter of won- 
der that it is not far more liberal and extensive 
—is honorable to our literary taste and discern- 
me-t, and a eonclusive proof of the refinement 
and morals of the people ;—for no nation can 
be ignorant, enslaved, profligate and miserable, 
where the press is free, and ably conducted

Morea, which is the present scene of hostilities, 
is in avery different situation. The popula- 


amounts to 400,000 Greeks, 15,000 ‘Turks, and 
6000 Jews. In the Peninsula, where the 
fZreeks constitute nineteen twentieths of the 
population, there would not be the same con- 
flicting interest as in others quarters, and the 
project of erecting a Greek commonwealth 
might pot only be practicable, but easy. It 
happens fortunately that this district, from its 
peninsular form, could easily he detached from 
the rest of the country—that it admits of being 
defended almost entirely by naval means, in 
which the Greeks have already a superiority 
—and that it is of such a size as to have 
strength sufficient to maintain its independence 
against the Turks. 

The Morea contains about 9000 square 
miles ; and is therefore a little larger than the 
kingdoms of Saxony or Wirtemberg, which 
have respectively 1,200,000 and 1,400,000 tn- 
habitants. Thongh more mountainous than 
either of these countries, there is no doubt that 
under a tolerable government it would support

The 
Mainetes, who mhabit the south east parts of 
ihis territory, are the most martial of any peo- 
ple who now bear the Greck name.

A very slight 
eTert would, therefore. suffice to redeem this 
vory interesting portion of the Grecks from 
their fallen conditivn, and to give them again a 
name asanation. * * * *
